Government-Sponsored Research on Foreign 
Affairs provides government research managers with 
the opportunity to increase the utility of available 
research funds by avoiding unintentional duplication 
of research already in progress, by being cognizant of 
forthcoming research results of direct interest, and by 
identifying future possibilities for projects jointly 
funded with other agencies. It is prepared by the 
Smithsonian Science Information Exchange, Inc. 
(SSIE) for the Department of State's Office of Long- 
Range Assessments and Research, Bureau of Intelli- 
gence and Research (INR/LAR).* 


COVERAGE 


This publication describes the external research 
projects reported by sponsoring Agencies of the Fed- 
eral Government. Projects included are those 
supported by research contracts and grants that deal 
with some aspect of a foreign society or of interna- 
tional relations (a fuller definition of the scope appears 
on the inside back cover). Project citations include the 
project title, principal investigator's name, performing 
organization, and supporting agency. In addition, 
there is a brief statement summarizing the research 
problem, subject matter, fields or disciplines to which 
the project is importantly related, and the purpose the 
funding agency expects the project to serve. The con- 
tract/grant number, start and end dates, action 
officer, and annual and total costs are also cited if 
reported. Each project is preceded by a serial or acces- 
sions number.

LOCATING PROJECTS OF INTEREST 


Following the description of Research Projects are 
five indexes that sort out projects by subject, country 
or region, supporting organization, investigator, and 
performing organization. The subject and regional 
indexes cite the title and the accession number of each 
project. The remaining three indexes cite the acces- 
sion numbers only. 





@ Subjects: Those interested in specific subjects, 
such as international trade, should consult the 
Subject index first. The subject categories are 
based on the SSIE’s hierarchical classification, 
which uses a three-tier system; e.g., International 
Trade is found as a subheading under the major 
heading of Economics. On occasion, cross refer- 
ences assist in the identification of the pertinent 
category; e.g., Population, see Demography. 

@ Countries and Regions: Those interested in a par- 
ticular country or region should check the 
Regional Index first. World regions are listed 
alphabetically and countries are listed alphabeti- 
cally within each region. The People’s Republic of 
China and the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
are listed as separate regions. 

@ Sponsoring Agencies: Those interested in the 
research supported by a specific Agency should 
consult the Table of Contents first in which report- 
ing agencies are listed alphabetically. All projects 
from each Agency are listed together in the des- 
criptive section of each issue. The Supporting 
Organization Index tists the Agencies in the same 
order and makes it possible to identify all projects 
funded *y a particular bureau or other Agency 
subunit, if reported. 

@ /nvestigators: Those interested in who is doing 
wiiat foreign affairs research should consult the 
Im-estigator Index. This lists the names of all 
reported investigators working on projects cited. If 
more than one investigator is working on a spe- 
cific project, however, only the name of the princi- 
pal investigator will appear in the project 
description (after the title). 

@ Performing institutions: Those interested in spe- 
cific academic institutions or research organiza- 
tions should consult the Performing Organization 
Index. Organizations are listed alphabetically by 
name and futher identified by location.
